range of de Hear lea, like melons, tty 
importation of long distance shin 
ping facilities to put them Into every 
consuming market. 
The average American ha 
to go 
abroad and live a fcvs weeks on the 
comparatively narrow range of veg­ 
etables in a country like ling la ml to 
appreciate fully the advantages he 
may enjoy at homo.

vegetables comprise only about half 
a dozen, such as green peas, beans

It is a curious fact, Kays the Kansas 
City Star, that one of the greatest re­ 
form* that ever came to Russia tho 
liberation of the serf# in I SAI—came 
through Alexander IL, a man educated 
under the Prussian military system. 
Bom bt IMS, the aoli of u sternly au­ 
tocratic futher, growing up iu un at­ 
mosphere in which it vvaa looked upon 
as t rcu sou to celt Iv Ute the corner police­ 
man since he was a representative of 
the government, Alexander \h rsisted 
hi cherishing an interest in all sorts of 
humble people, 
lie (am e to the throne in I NVi. w hen 
Russia was floundering waist deep hi 
Hie Crimean war. Russia wa# defeated 
and demoralised, aud it was an nnusu 
ally auspicious time for men with re­ 
form ideas to get a healing. 
Beni** 
was made at the end of a yenr and 
new laws passed encouraging industry 
and commerce. 
Flaps were laid for an 
extensive railway sj Mein partly to de­ 
velop tile natural re#our<*es of the 
country and partly to increase its tuiM- 
ttwy e iii cosiey.

The 
czar replied with lavish praise* of their 
public spirit and assumed t lint what 
they wanted to do was to Improve the 
cond I ti ou of tim Kerfs, which in point 
of fact was not true at all. Their peti­ 
tion had given him nil opening. 
Without consulting ids ministers tho 
czar caused copies of Ids Instructions 
to the governor general of Lithuania to 
ne forwarded to the governors of nil Hie 
oilier Russian provinces, "suggesting" 
tliat thy landowners of their provinces 
might also core to consider emancipa 
lieu of the serfs. 
Iyooal committees 
went to work on the subject. 
There were In Russia at this time 
souk* ’J.".,(Xx»,ors) serfs, slaves of tile 
aoli. 
They could not lie sold awny 
from tile land on which they were 
born, but In all otiier respects their 
bondage was virtually complete. 
Tile 
czar set the ball rolling by freeing the 
serfs on the imperial estate* 
Tho abolition of serfdom was inevita­ 
ble, but the landowners tried to slav* 
It off ns far as possible. They submit­ 
ted a plan for making tile* serfs agri­ 
cultural InlKirers, entirely dependent 
upon them economically. The czar re­ 
fused to accept It 
lf the serfs were 
really to lie free lie derided they must 
is* able to own land. 
A state luau, 
payable annually at fl fs*r cont for for 
ty nine years, enabled the flamer serfs 
to buy a certain share of farm land of 
Russia and lie** me peasant proprie­ 
tors. The land wa# held by the village 
communities rind by them apportioned 
to their memlier*. 
Tile ukase freeing 
Hie serfs wns put dialled March 3, INR. 
Hope flamed very high in llU4»#ia at 
that time, and men of tile more vision­ 
ary sort looked forward t*» an imme­ 
diate Utopia. They were disappointed. 
of course, and they found that freeing 
the serfs did nm cure all Hie III# to 
which Russian t!»*sh was heir. 
Out of 
their disappointment aud their impa­ 
tience that Alexander did not make 
Russia into a 
Socialist 
community 
there developed the nihilist movement. 
whose passion for revolution involved 
a passion for assassination, 
The czar In the meantime was en­ 
deavoring to steer a middle course. 
It 
ta one of the curious contradictious of 
hi** character that this man, who car­ 
ried through the freeing of tile serfs 
almost single handed, should have look­ 
ed with entire coldness and disfavor 
upon Bolands aspiration# for freedom 
"Embrace the union with Russia," 
he told the Boltah delegates, "and 
abandon all thoughts of independence, 
now aud forever impossible-" 
And in lNkt vv lien revolt broke out in 
Boland It was relentlessly repressed 
under Alexander II., and thereafter 
every step wa# taken to crush the na­ 
tional spirit of Boland, dost my Its lan­ 
guage sud traditions aud make of It an 
integral part of Russia. 
The doctrine 
of Bunniavism took a strung boid un 
his imagination, and he went to war 
xx itll Turkey In IHT", feeling himself 
the chivalric lilverator of the r h ria- 
tian peoples of the Balkan count!y. 
But his hopes of a confederation of 
Slav states under Russian rule in the 
Balkan peninsula were dashed by tile 
congress of Berlin next year. 
The last years of Alexander's life 
were drear)* ones. 
More and more he 
yielded to depression as he saw his 
high hopes for Russia fall to mnte- 
Xlalixe. Numerous attem pts were made 
upon lvls life, aud after the explosion 
la the W itter louse* in I SMM the czar 
gave practically dictatorial power for 
six m onths to General I*uta McUkoflf. 
a dudiuguiiihed liberal officer. 
Mell- 
koflf advised the granting of a consti­ 
tution to Russia, and Alexander was 
on the point of Issuing a ukase to that 
effect— had indeed signed it—when he 
vv as hlalu, March 13, MSI, by a nihilist 
bomb.
